Simplifying the form of indict- 
snts against illegal sellers of 
liquor, avoiding the complications 
of the old law and rendering con- 
victions easier. 

Making the posession of a Unit 
States revenue stamp prima 
facie evidence of guilt. 

Requiring the convicted party to 
give bond after a second or subse- 
quent conviction and giving the 
court discretion to increase that 
bond. * 

In the case of "C. O. D. Ship, 
ments," into prohibition territorv. 
the place of delivery is made the 
place of sale and the carrier and 
his agents made Jointly liable with 
the vendor. 

Forbidding all subdivisions of a 
county to vote separately on the 
same day the county votes except 



cities of the first, second, third and 
fourth classes. The effect of this 
is to make the county a unit 
cept when first, second, third 
fourth class cities vote separately 
on the same day. In all other 
cases the county controls. 

Forbidding any precinct ii 
city to vote separately on the same 
day the city votes. This makes 
the city a unit against the pre- 
cincts which compose it when the 
city wishes to exercise its option. 

In the case of an election for a 
county or city, if the county or 
city goes dry, the whole territory 
is controlled by that vote. If the 
county or city goes wet the i 
lions which have, previous 
election, been under prohibition, 
remain as it no vote had been 
taken. 

Forbidding the shipment ot 
liquors into prohibition territory 
by paid carriers, except that in- 
dividuals mav bring in not more 
than one gallon at a time and phy- 
sicians and druggists not more than 
live gallons at any one time. 

Forbidding the wholeaalii.g of 
liquors in prohibition territory 
except by manufacturers selling at 
the plaoe of manufacture and not 
to be drunk on the premises. 

The bill which has interested 
the people of the State more than 
any other is the "County Unit Bill"

Numbers of counties are now 
voting dry. They will owe their 
freedom from saloons to the work 
of Gov.

Wedneeday. September 19. 1909, 
was a memorable day in the history 
of Mt. Sterling.

Council of Victoria has defeat, , 
woman suffrage for the lourte.ntl 
time, calla attention afresh to u 
queer state of things existing i 
that coiner of Australia, The 
women of all Australia, includ 
Victoria, can vote lor members 
the National Phi liament ; and the 
women of all the other five Au»- 
tralian States can also vote foi 
members of their respective State 
PaiMaments.
